Shortly after, the meeting opened, 
Mr. Alex. Wilson in thu chair. .Mr. 
Wilson, in his speech, touched upon the 
usual opposition slanders against the 
candidate for the government. He then 
branched out on school questions, refer- 
ring to the decapitation of thu 117 school 
teachers under Mr. Heaven's govern- 
ment. He was of the opinion, he said, 
that sonic more decapit kition should take 
place among the teachers of the city 
schools.

The doctor proceeded to repeat his 
former speech, merely puraphased, and 
to pronounce Hon. Mr. Davie's railway 
policy sini|ily a trick to catch votes, 
and Hon. John Robson Victoria's worst 
enemy. In attempting to controvert 
his opponent's figures In regard to school 
matters, Dr, Milne remarked Unit 
"Rritlsli Columbia, a new province, 
with a population of 80,000, was nut to 
bo compared with Ontakio, with a 
population or 4,000,000." [Loud 

laughter. ] 

As Dr. Milne subsided amid a feeble 
attempt at applause, the chairman rose 
and pointing to tho doctor, remarked 
that the audience bad heard "a live 
man speak, a man to hear whom should 
make Davie tremble," [Derisive laugh- 
ter, mingled with cries of "Two to one 
on Davie!" "No takers!" finishing up

-The strike among 
the London dock laborers ^is spreading 
rapidly and 20,000 arc out, to-day. The 
ship owners whose vessels are lying al 
Millwall docks managed to secure a 
force of men from Bristol on Sunday, 
and until this morning they were at 
work loading and unloading day and 
night. The vessel owners took the pre- 
caution to provide food and shelter on 
the docks to prevent access to the 
men by the strikers, and their 
sympathizers, and the premises be- 
ing favorably situated for this purpose, 
all the efforts of the strikers to approach 
the men at their work proved unsuc- 
cessful. At six o'clock this morning, 
however, while the men were at work 
in a pouring rain Burns, a socialist 
agitator, climbed to the top of the high 
wall which surrounded the docks on all 
sides, and from this position he har- 
rangued the men for fifteen minutes. 
Before he had linished talking the labor- 
ers set up a tremendous cheer, and all 
shouted to Burns that they would work 
no longer.

DISHONORABLE TA 0TI0S. 

Elsewhere a correspondent draws at- 
tention to Dr. Milne's conduct in with- 
drawing his address from THE Colonist 
and leaving it in the Times. The doc 
tor's erratic course during the last few 
days is unaccountable by any other hy- 
pothesis than that he is panic-strioken, 
and wishes himself well out of the po- 
sition in which he finds himself. Last 
night's Times makes a frantic effort to 
show that the Opposition candidate is 
being badly abused by The Colonist.

Doctor Millie lias been treated with the 
greatest consideration — in spite of the 
facL that ho retained in all the papers 
an address six days after lie confessed 
that it was devoid of truth. Tho abuse 
of Mr. Davie by the Times has been of 
the most virulent character and has 
gained him many friends. 

MR DAVIE AND THE SCHOOLS 

Mr. Davie is in favor of the public 
school system now in operation. He 
has proved this by his acts. He has, as 
often as was necessary, spoken and 
voted for it, and he has never ONCE 
spoken or voted against it. Actions 
talk. In tho face of his record on the 
school question, it is mean, most con- 
temptible, as well as most unscrupulous, 
for those who are canvassing' against 
him to say that lie "in his heart" is op- 
posed to the public school system. Mr. 
Davie's acts with respuet to the schools 
are known to all. What is in 
his, or any ono else's, heart, no 
mortal can tell. A public man is to be 
judged by his public acts, and not by 
the opinions and convictions that it may 
suit his opponents to impute to him. If 
u man is to be condemned by what his 
enemies say ho thinks, there is no crime 
in tho calendar that the most innocent 
and good-living person in the country 
may not be hold to be guilty of. Mr.

THE WITHDRAWAL OF 
MILNE'S ADDRESS. 



DR. 



The last condition of Dr. Milne is 
worse than his first. He committed a 
grave offence in putting untruthful 
matter in his address to the electors. 
Several days later he withdrew the un- 
truths on the public platform in the 
presence of some two hundred electors, 
stating that he did so in the interest of 
the "laws of truth, the laws of justice, 
and the laws of fair play." Having 
frankly admitted the error, what should 
have been the next step ? To withdraw 
his address from the newspapers — but 
such a step was furthest from his 
thoughts. For six days after he bad pub- 
licly admitted the utter untruthfulness 
of one of the most important state- 
ments in his address In: allowed 
it to appear In the three newspapers, to 
poison the minds of the constituency 
against the Government and its candi- 
date; and at tho eleventh hour ho bus 
come forward and ordered it to be taken 
out. Every admirer of "the laws of 
truth, the laws of justice and the laws 
of fair play," is invited to say whothei 
Dr. Millie's course in this respect has 
been that of a high-minded, honorable 
person, To make a false assertion ul 
the outset of his political career was bad 
enough; but to persist in that falsehood 
after having apologized for it, was tin- 
worst instance of jugglery that has dis- 
figured politics in this country. We 
doubt if over a candidate placed himself 
in so humiliating a position as that in 
which Dr. Milne finds himself to-day. 
A candidate's address is supposed to be 
the expression of his opinions on tin- 
burning topics of the day. Dr. Milne 
preferred a bill of indictment against 

the Government and Mr. Davis that was 
based on false premises. When sub- 
jected to the "laws of " etc., etc., etc., 
it left tho ambitious gentleman without 
a leg to stand on. To-dny he occupies li 
most peculiar position in tho eyes of tin 
constituency. Public opinion has forced 
him to withdraw his address in toto, 
and ho is now in tho position of a pea- 
oock that, having been stripped of hi; 
lino feathers, is loft naked to tho world- 
the butt and laughing-stock of even hi* 
own friends. It is stated, on excellent 
authority, that pressure from his owl 
ranks - from honorable men who refuse.' 
to further countenance him unless he 
complied with their request— was tho

1 per cent, or 2 per cent." 

Since this was uinde public 
August 1st, the shares have ad- 
vanced till yesterday they stood at 
61| in New York, and 04 J in London, 
which is an advance in twenty days of 
over 11} per cent. If it should b< 
cided to pay " per cent, extra, the divi- 
dend even at the very advanced price of 
tho shares to-day, will amount to 8 
por cent, per annum on the year. Or if 
it should bo decided to pay only 1 per 
cent, extra — thus leaving over the hand- 
some Burplus of $539,000 in hand — -the 
dividend on to-day's price will be ii\ per 
cent. To those who held stock at the 
price of twenty days ago, the dividend 
with tho 1 per cent, additional, will 
amount to 7 J per cent. As everybody 
knows, those who bought when the 
shares were originally offered to the 
public u few years ago, will now be re- 
ceiving about S.J per cent, on their in- 
vestment, and the shares arc now much 
ubove the price that was thou paid for 
them. A contrast with this state of 
things, and the position of the other 
lines we are interested in here, is in- 
structive. Northern Pacific shares 
stand at $29} for ?100 paid, and the 
small dividend this year is to be dis- 
tributed in enlarged shares with no 
ready money passing. The Grand 
Trunk also is worth only ten per cent, 
of what was paid for it; so the holders 
of P. H. shares should consider them- 
selves fortunate in possessing so very 
profitable a property, and one which is 
increasing in value so rapidly.

I'll* Peculiar Slang Used by Dwellers In 
the I'miimylvnnla Oil HegloiiH. 

It han boon frequently remarked that 
every separate trade and occupation hns a 
lanc/nago of its own, omit up from its 
wants, and in tho main unintelligible to 
Other cruftsmon. As a marked examplo, 
i- iys the Golden Days, take tho oil business 
ol Pennsylvania. This region has a very 
peculiar slung, one phraso of which has 
drifted into general use. 

"lie's got tho sand," as a synonym for 
"nerve," had its origin in tho oil country. 
In uu oil-well overy thing depends upon the 
sand. 

"The sand" is tho rock in which tho oil is 
found, and on its quality dopends tho pro- 
duction of tho well. If no sand is found, 
the well is at ouco abandoned. If tho sand 
is good- that is, of a coarse toxturo- the 
well ia more than likoly to bo a good ono; 
but if tho sand is lino and hard, it is sure to 
bo a .small well, if not an utter failure. 
Therefore tho important question, when a 
well is being finished, is "Has it got tho 
sand?" 

"Hitting her jugular," means to strilco a 
well that flows immediately. "A duster" is 
a dry hole, and about twenty-five per cent, of 
all tho wells drilled aro dusters. "A 
spouter" is a flowing well, and "a roarer" 
is a largo gas well. 

"Spudding" Is a term used for drilling 
when tho well is just started. After tho 
hole is deep enough to cover all the tools, it 
is called drilling. The drilling-tools of any 
well consist of sevoral pieces screwed to- 
gether, and hence are called "a string of 
tools." 

An operator never says there aro twenty 
wells drilling in a certain district, but 
"there are twenty sets of tools running." 

"The big hole" means that part of the 
hole drilled before the casing is put in. 
".Shooting a well" is the process of explod- 
ing a torpedo in it to iucreaso tho produc- 
tion. 

The "bull wheel" is an important part of 
the drilling machinery of a well, around the 
large wooden shaft of which tho drilling 
cable is wound. 

The "sand pump" is a valve about six foot 
long that is run into the hole to pump out 
the drillings. 

The "bit" is simply the drill, and the 
"reamer" is the tool which is run into the 
well aftor the drill to make the nolo uni- 
form. 

"A fishing job" is to hunt in the hole for 
lost tools, and this is a distinct and im- 
portant part of the business. Fishing 
has become an art. There are one hundred 
'different and curious varieties of "fishing 
tools," a peculiar one for every part of the 
drilling appliance that may be iost. 

There are men who make a business of 
"fishing," and their skill in securing tools 
lost at as great a depth as two thousand 
foot is one of the amazing things of this 
peculiar industry. 

The "white sand pools" are districts 
where the oil sand is white and full of 
pebbles. The oil produced in these pools 
commands a premium of twenty-five cents 
above the market, and is known as "pre- 
mium oil.!' All the Pennsylvania districts 
are "white sand districts" except Bradford. 
The Bradford sand being of a dark color, it 
is known as "the black sand district." The 
oil is inferior, and does not command a 
premium. In drilling a well the drill is 
turned round and round, and a driller is 
known as a "junk-twister."

There 
were elegant steel engravings by 
French artists, sea pieces in 
sienna and water colors. fully a 
dozen stag and elk antlers, a peculiar 
collection of walking sticks, thirty or 
forty packs of playing cards, numerous 
stacks of English and French weeklies 
and periodicals, a well stocked library 
of books, Btufled pheasants, furnitur 
suites, costly rugs and mats, and a host 
of other things, most of them valuable 
and being of a quality that stamped the 
late resident of the house a comfortable 
and showy liver. The library num- 
bered, on its shelves such books as 
Pluto, the works of Wordsworth, Do- 
Quincey, Saxo, t;il Bias, Shelley, Pope, 
Mrs. Hemans, and works on physiology, 
natural history and botany. 

Among the various items that were 
sold was a box containing the Masonic 
emblems of the departed chief of police, 
which, in his flight, lie did not think 
worth taking with him.

He proceeded to in- 
vestigate and found the unfortunate vic- 
tim of tho accident, who had been lying 
there with nothing to eat or drink for 
more than a day and night, his spine 
having been broken by his fall. 

All that, could be done without the 
presence of a medical man was done for 
him, ami when the steamer called at 
Metlakathla he was carried on shorn, 
and left in care of the doctor residing 
there. 

The physician, when the steamer 

sailed, reported his patient sleeping 
quietly, although gradually sinking. It 
was, he said, impossible for human skill 
to save his life, and his death would 
only be a question of a few days. The 
unfortunate man, who was a compara- 
tive stranger here, had made many 

friends among bis associates, to whom 
he was known only by his lirst name 

A less painful incident, of the trip of 
the Louise occurred at River's Inlet, 
while the steamer was loading salmon 
there. An Indian employe of ' the can- 
nery was wheeling three cases across the 
plank lending from the wharf to the 
steamer, when the wheel of his barrow 
slipped ami salmon, Indian and wheel- 
barrow were committed to the deep. 
The Indian struck out for shore, looking 
decidedly foolish; the wheelbarrow was 
successfully fished out, but the salmon 
limited away on the surface of their na- 
tive element.

THE (iUAS.SI101'J'KU PLAGUE. 

The Insects Play Terrible Havoc In the 
Nicola Valley. 

Mr. John Gilmore arrived in the city 
last night from Nicola. On being inter- 
viewed by a COLONIST reporter on the 
state of things existing in his district 
since the grasshopper invasion, Mr. (lil- 
moro said: "In the month of June flu 
grasshoppers made their appearance 
among us anil ll.b$ haven't all gone yet. 
They swept the whole ^country in one 
groit black cloud and the entire extent 
of the magnificent bunch grass country, 
about 25 miles in width and til) miles 
long, extending from .Spencer's Bridge 
to Douglas Lake, is now us bare as a 
door. Then in the middle of the pest 
came the bushfires, destroying the last 
vestige of what the grasshoppers Wore 
leaving, and making the whole of tho 
tistrict unbearably hot and suffocating. 
The cattle and horses are now feeding 
the woods on what pasturing they can 
t hold of, but when the lirst rain's fall 
1 don't know what we will do with them. 
1 should rookon that over two-thirds of 
tho grain in our district has been de- 
stroyed by the grasshoppers. They are 
Mill numerous at Nicola, but are fast 
■ lying out on the ground they have so 
tearfully devastated. The cause of their 
extinction is a small parasite that, it has 
beeil discovered, stabs them under the 
wing. In many places the ground in 
carpeted with these dead inseots. There 
will bo no decent feed in the district 
until the lirst of May next, and for my 

ow n part, as si as the snow falls J 

will get all my cattle under shelter ami 
feed them till then." 

" This grasshopper plague," continued 
.Mr. (iilmorc, " has cast a blight over all 
our settlors. Even the excellent swamp 
meadow lands, although they have lo 
some degree escaped the general devasta- 
tion, are considerably hurt by it and are 
nothing like what they ought to be."
